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DALKEY URBAN COUNCIL 
SURCHARGES. 
—— 

SOME INTERESTING ITEMS. 


Of the twelve members of the Dalkey Urban 
Council, nine have been surcharged to a total 
amount of approximately £515.  Meesrs. 
Thomas Dowling (Chairman), Richard E. 
Powell, J. F, Warren, William Treston, John 
Cullen, Joseph Bowman, and John Mulhall 
are surcharged to the extent of about £72 
each, and Messrs. E. McGowan and John 
Quirke are surcharged about £5 each. : 

The surcharges were made by Mr. F. 
Bernard. Loeal Government auditor, on his 
audit of the accounts of the Council for the 
two years ended March 31, 1925. The largest 
item in the long list is one for £255 16s. 6d., 
being the difference between the lowest tender 
and the tender accepted by the Council for re- 
laying water-mains in the township, and 
eavineer’s fees on the same work, £11 15s. 10d. 

Another large item is one of £101, pension 
paid to ‘the ex-Town Clerk, who had eleven 
years’ service. The proposal to pay the 
pension was sent to the British Local Govern- 
ment Board (the Dalkey Urban Council did 
not recognise Dail Eireann until the Treaty 
was signed), and they sent it on to the 
Minister for the Provisional Government, who 
sanctioned the pension. 

The present auditor surcharged the amount 
paid from the date on which it was granted— 
November, 1921—on the grounds that it should 
have been sanctioned by the Lord Lieutenant. 

Some small sums are surcharged for ex- 
penses incurred by the Council in connection 
with the funerals of Mr, Arthur Griffith and 
General Collins. 

Other items include £57 7s. 6d., being pay- 
ment for poor rote on the Council s 67 artisans 
dwellings (the auditor quoting the decision of 
the House of Lords in the case of Bradshaw 
and McMullen); and collectors’ fees, £1 ós. 7d. 

There is also a surcharge of £35, the 
difference between the accepted tender and 
the lowest tender for the erection of asanitary 
annexe to the Town Hall; and £1 15s. Od., 
engineer 's fees. £5, granted to the Veterinary 
Inspector for the imspection of meat in 
slaughter houses, 1s surcharged on the ground 
that the position is a new one, and should 
have been sanctioned by the Miunistry. 
£5 18s. 8d., which was paid to the Water 
Inspector during ten days, in which he was 
detained by the Free State military authorities, 
is also surcharged. : 

The reports were read in Committee on 
Wednesday night, and the Council issued in- 
structions to have them printed and published, 
and also that copies of the statements ol 
surcharges should be enclosed with all copies 
of the auditor’s report. —

NO FARMER LEFT | 
UNCHALLENGED. 


WATERFORD PROSECUTION 
ADJOURNED.

An unusual form of procedure in trial by 
jury was adopted at the Criminal Sessions 
for Waterford County yesterday, when en 
efiort was made to empanel a jury to try 
eight farm labourers on a charge of violence 
and intimidation, arising out of the Waterford 
farm dispute. 

When the prisoners had been indicted, 
Messrs. Mooney and Lenihan, barristers, who 
appeared for them, asked His Honor, Judge 
O'Brien, to adjourn the case on the ground 
that it arose out of a trade dispute which 
stil] existed, and that if any of the accused 
were found guilty and sent to prison there 
would be very little prospect of 4 settlement 
of the dispute. ry Se 

Mr. Mooney also based his application on 
the fact that the accused would be tried by 
farmers on the other side of the dispute. 

Mr. Lenihan referred to the hot blood and 
bad feeling at present prevailing on both sides, 
and said that while the dispute was in pro- 
gress men might @o things that they would 
regret exceedingly afterwards. i ' 

Mr. Ryan, State Solicitor, prosecuting, said 
that if the accused were convicted it would 
be a matter for the Government to allow 
them out if a settlement were arrived at. 

Mr. Mooney submitted that it would not 
me fair to render the accused liable to the 
added risk of having the charge against them 
tried by a jury of farmers. A farm dispute 
at present existed over the entire county, and 
in the circumstances it would be ve hard 
for a Waterford farmer to be impartial. The 
prisoners were entitled to challenge jurors, 
and if they could show that the farmers were 
at present fighting the labourers in the county, 
it might result in the case having to be ad- 
journed, | 

Mr. Ryan said that his instructions from 
he authorities were to proceed with the case, 
and he stated that the same state of things— 
perhaps, even worse—existed in the strike 
area now as when the charges were first pre- 
ferred and the accused returned for trial. 
The ratepayers of the county would have to 
pay thousands of pounds for the outrages com- 
mitted during the progress of the strike. 

Mr. Mooney said that the prisoners were 
on continuing bails, and would give an under- 
taking to be of good behaviour if the case 
were adjourned. 

Mr. Ryan said that although the accused 
might have kept their pledges, it should be 
understood, that they were members of an 
organisation comprising hundreds of men. Out- 
rages in connection with the dispute were 
continuing up till the present, and, even 
though individuals were under bails, there was 
10 protection. An example should be made 
of somebody, as they were not going to have 
Bolshevism in the county. He opposed an 
adjournment, and asked to have a jury em- 
panelled to try the case. 

Twelve jurors were selected, and called to 
the jury-box, but before they could be sworn, 
six were peremptorily challenged, and the re- 
mainder, with one exception, were likewise 
challenged for cause, on the ground that they 
were farmers and members of a union at pfe- 
sent fighting the labourers. 

Further names were selected from the panel, 
but all being farmers, challenge for cause was 
taken up by Messrs. Mooney and Lenihan 
alternately. 

Eventually His Honor, on the recommen- 
dation of the Sheriff, selected from among 
those in court, Messrs. Joseph Hearne, Water- 
ford, and E. Doyle, Tramore, to act in con- 
junction with Mr. Breen, the only juror 
sworn, as triers. 

A test case was taken up, and one of the 
challenged jurors was examined. 

After hearing his evidence, the triers held 
in favour of the challenge, and gave it as 
their opinion that farmers who were mem- 
bers of the Farmers’ Union, and engaged in 
the dispute with the labourers, would not be 
competent to try the cases. 

The Judge remarked that the verdict was 
a proper one, and, having congratulated 
Messrs. Mooney and Lenihan on their conduct 
of the case, said that the procedure followed 
was of a very rare character. During the 
long time that he had been in the profession 
he had never before seen a case in which 
triers were empanclled 

On the application of Mr. Ryan, the en- 
tire panel, including some fifty jurors, was 
then exhausted, and Mr. Ryan applied for 
an adjournment to the next court of :com- 
petent jurisdiction, remarking that it was not 
unlikely that the accused would be tried some- 
where else. 

The case was accordingly adjourned. the 
accused being allowed out on continuing bail.

STRAIDE MURDER 
OHARGE. 
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ACCUSED MEN ADMITTED TO 
BAIL. 


At Castlebar District Court on Tuesday, be- 
fore Mr. W. D. Coyne, District Justice, James 
Hall, Patrick Murray, James Murray, Michael 
Kenny, and John Fitzstephens were charged 
with the wilful murder of Annie Horkan at 
her father’s house at Grallagh, on the night 
of the 26th March, 1922. 

It will be remembered that on that night a 
party of armed and disguised men came to the 

orkans’s house and made a fierce attack on 
the family, consisting of Mr. Horkan, senior; 
his son, and two daughters. It was in trying 
to save her father’s life that Annie Horkan 
was fatally wounded. Her sister had her 
arm broken in the struggle. The cause of the 
attack was agrarian. One of the alleged 
raiders was fatally wounded not far from the 
scene of the attack. The accused at the time 
were brought before a Republican Court, and 
returned -for trial, and were confined in Sligo 
Jail for a considerable time. 

Inspector Casey on Tuesday appeared for 
the State, and Me. J. C. Garvey, LL.D. (for 
Mr. Smith) for the prisoners. 

Inspector Casey having given evidence of 
arrest, asked, and was granted, a remand for 
eight days. 

On the application of Mr. Garvey, the 
Justice granted bail, the prisoners in £100 
each, and two sureties of £50 each. 


COCKFIGHTING AT 
STRADBALLY. 
DISTRICT JUSTICE AND FREE 
STATE LAWS. 


At Stradbally District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. William Maher, District Justice, 
the Civic Guard summoned James Flynn and 
John Lalor, of Maryborough ; Jolin Cummins, 


for cock-fighting. At a previous Court the cases 
were called, but were dismissed on the ground 
that the prosecutions had been brought under 
12 and 15 Victoria, cap. 92. The present pro- 
secution was the first of its kind brought under 
the new Government. 

Mr. Rolleston, for the defendants, pointed 
out that in the summonses of Cummins, 
Flynn, and Byrne no offence was stated, and 
he argued that the cases against these de- 
fendants should be dismissed. He said that 
he did not know whether: the Civic Guard 
were making fun of them or bringing them 
out for joy-rides to Stradhally. 

The District Justice said that he had no 
option but to dismiss these three summonses. 

The Court then proceeded with the prosecu- 
tions against the defendants, Dwane and 
Lalor. 

Sergeant Hickey stated that he saw the two 
defendants standing at the ring where the 
birds were. The birds had no spurs, but one 
of them was bleeding badly from the head. 
There was a box at the gate, as if for collect- 
ing money. 

The District Justice held that eock-fighting 
was no leas illegal under the Free State than 
under British laws. 
each.

bag was stated that he called to Miss Byrne, 
and represented himself to be the second 
eldest son of her dead brother, William, in 
San Francisco, He said that he had £32,000 
in ready cash, and £260 & year pension ; 
promised her a sum of money, “ but it varied 
greatly.” He said that ne had t 
farm for her te live on in Kilpedder. He did 
not want to talk of his family, but said that 
his mother and brother were dead, the latter 
having been killed in Panama, and he got 
the money by selling all the shares after- 
wards. He had come over t Ireland to 
buy hotels and «farms, and had bought the 
r ut up with her for 
a time, He asked if she could lend him 
money, and she gave him 50s. 

The accused severely cross-examined Guard 
McGuinness, who arrested him, as 
charge and his sources of information. . 

Addressing the jury in this particular 
charge, he said that he had while in prison 
applied to the Home Secretary for s brief 
of the charges, but was not supplied, and 
he had no chance of defending himself. This 
charge led to other. He declared that the 
woman told a falsehood regarding a visit from 
the man Doyle. In conversation Doyle asked 
was he from America, and they had a con- 
versation about the trades from which one 
could make money in America, but at no time 
was the fabulous sum of £52,000 mentioned. 
It had been stretched from £2,000, and would 
probably reach £50,000. Asking the jury to 
look inte the evidence without fear, favour, 
or affection, he denied emphatically having 
received the money, and said that the woman 
had strange impressions. 

The jury disagreed, and the State Solicitor, 
Mr. Cullen, proceeded with the charge of ob- 
taining £4 from Thomas Dovle. 

Doyle told of several visits paid to his 
house by the accused, who mentioned about 
his money and a motor car. He came in a 
car which the witness was given to under- 
stand was his own, and that it was driven by 
his man, but afterwards the witness found 
that the man was Thomas Keane, of Grey- 
stones. They went together to Glenview 
Hotel to seek accommodation for his car, 
the driver remaining outside while the accused 
made the arrangements with the manageress. 
Coming away he asked for the loan of money 
till evening. He (witness) said that he had 
a trifle, but when- asked for £10 he said 
that he could not give that. They returned 
in the motor to his house, and he gave the 
accused £4 on the strength of his pretence 
that he was Sarah Byrne’s nevhew. 

Replving to the accused. the witness said 
a” his suspicions were not aroused at anv 
Ime 

The accused asked to have Keane called. 
“to see. if they could elicit any veracity per- 
taining to this day.”’ 

Keane was asked did he remember “the 
14th”? He said “No.”

Addressing the jury, the accused contended 
that it was strance that. Doyle now said that 
‘somebody ” had told him of a stranger in 
the townland. while before he had said that 
Sallv Byrne told him. This “‘somebodv’’ was a 
myth, perhaps like the man from Liverpool. 
‘ not known.” It seemed strange that all 
those things emanated from the one source. 
He could understand some of the jury believ- 
ing it. but if the monev was passed the driver 
should have seen it, and as there was no proof 
he would be surprised if found guilty. 

In summing up, his Honour eaid that it 
was hardly possible that Doyle would commit 
perjury to send an unknown young man to 
jail on a trumped-up charge. 

_When the jury returned a verdict of guilty, 
his Honour remarked that it wasa very proper 
verdict. 

Pleading mitigation of the sentence. the 
aceused appealed to his Honour’s exalted sense 
of justice. He had been in jail several times 
for breaches under D.O.R.A., of a political 
significance, but now in his own country he 
asked for a chance—the first time that he 
had ever asked it. On the other side he had 
always taken the full lash of the whip, where 
he was persecuted for being an Irishman. and 
because he was engaged getting revolvers in 
1920. However, he left that aside, and, 
asking for a chance, assured hie Honour he 
would take the straight road, which was the 
best road, and rehabilitate himeelf in the eyes 
of his countrymen. 

His Honour said that he seemed to be an 
expert at false pretences, for even im the dock 
he tried it by saying he was imprisoned and 
persecuted as an Irishman in England for 
political offences. His convictions included 
one offence under D.O.R.A. at Wolverhamp- 
ton. but the others, at Liverpool, Chepetow, 
Southampton, Penzance, Newcastle. Millom. 
etc.. were all for obtaining money and 
services under false pretences. Now unfor- 
tunately he came over with bis performances 
here. Taking the time that he was in custody 
inte consideration, his Honour sentenced him 
to twelve calendar months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour, dating from 21st of May last.

AN ITALIAN CRITIC, 

The essays ia this volume illustrate the 
wonderful versatility of Giovanni Papini. 
French, English, German and even 
Spanish literature provide material for his 
roaming pen. Ten of these essays were 
written years ; the rest are of a more 
recent date. We are entitled now to judge 
the author by a high standard and cannot 
but be st by a distinct unevenness in 
the work—the critical teeny obscured by 
a too abounding lyricism. Few will agree 
that Shakespeare is a “ portent of 
ages,” or a “iat neurasthenic, 
half evil, half imbecile.’ On the other 
hand, Signor Papini’s appreciation of 
Nietzsche is poignant and touching. Swift 
indicted humanity for its weakness, 
cowardice and. folly at least a century 
before the doctrine of pessimism had risen 
in Germany. We turn from Swift to an 

on Carolina Invernizio, a popular 
Italian feuilletoniste, to learn that actual 
boat-loads . her works have been shipped 
to South America. 

Signor Papini, when writing of the 

reater Italians, such as da Vinci, natur- 

ally had in mind the culture of his com- 
patriots, and many of the references in 
such essays are obscure. We jump from 
Alberti to another Irishman, Bishop 
Berkeley, to “And a most readable disser- 
tation on the doctrines of the immater- 
ialist, When writing on Spencer, Schiller 
and Hege] the author does not presume 
too fe knowledge on the reader's part, 
and his treatment of these three difficult 
subjects is explicit to a degree. Some of 
the essays included in the yolume were 
originally called Stroneatura (‘‘Slash- 
ings’’) and amply justify their name, 
if a virile egoism and masterly phrases 
are to be considered. Benedetto Croce's 
philosophy is a mass of “ bromidic 
truisms,’’ four-fifths “ merely a game of 
words,” 

The longest and, perhaps, the finest 
effort in the collection is the enthusiastie 
examination of Walt VWhitman's poetry. 
Dante was a ‘genius so sure of being a 
better representative of God than the vena] | 
priests and intriguing Popes of his ex- 
perience that he did not hesitate to thrust 
into Hell men who passed themselves off 
before their fellow-men as vicars and 
ministers of God.” “The ‘ Divine Comedy’ 
is the dics irae of a great spirit which 
cannot wait for the manifestation of Divine 
wrath and assigns a place provisionally to 
every man.” It was, “perhaps, from 
the Jesuits that Maeterlinck got that 
habit of softening down and smoothing 
away asperities, that rather sickly sweet- 
ness that is almost unctuous, that fond- 
ness for unfinished sentences uttered in a 
low voice, that continual distinguishing 
and redistinguishing, that saying without 
saying anything, that love of nuances, that 
silent walking on the chemin de relours.’’ 
Maeterlinck is really an adapter or a 
translator. The characters of his early 
plays are “pale and more empty than 
the phantoms they pursue, and the spirits 
that disturb them are but the deliquescent 
reflections of an invisible silence.’’ 

oy Papini has now achieved fame, 
He has gone as far as a Continental can 
hope to go in a lifetime. He has been 
translated into English, and into strong, 
Saxon English to boot—as good a render- 
ing as we have read.

NATURE BOOKS. 

A new series of popular handbooks on 
the animal life of these islands must 
possess remarkable merits if it can justly 
claim to fill a gap. Mr. Westell’s hand- 
books, at any rate, hurry us through an 
extensive field—mammals, birds, reptiles, 
amphibians, fresh-water fishes and even 
the great class of the insects—at what 
may in these days be thought a minimum 
of cost, and with no undue concern for 
the rules and requirements of strict 
scientific accuracy. The author is, indeed, 
in his preface openly contemptuous of the 
‘long words and unfamiliar technical 


terms’ in which other text-books are 
supposed to abound ; and he occasionally | 
carries his contempt so far into practice | 
as to give us wrong scientific names with | 
a light-heartedness that might shock the 
veriest neophyte. Thus, he goes out of 
his way to tell us that the rabbit has the 
suitable specific name of “timidus ’’— 
though none of the handbooks would have 
failed to inform him that this is the name 
of the mountain hare. | 

That the series will attract a consider- 
able number of readers is certain. and its | 
success will be at least partly attributable ' 
to its real merit. Some of the illustra- 
tions are excellent and reflect much credit 
on the artistic workmanship of Miss 
Meyer ; while the more descriptive parts 
of Mr. Westell's chapters, being often 
drawn from his own extensive field- 
observaticn, are well calculated to 
stimulate interest in the ways of the 
creatures with whom he so lovingly deals. 
Irish students will regret that he seldom 
takes the trouble to mention which of 
the birds, fishes and insects described by 
him are found in this island. In the 
case of the mammals we get somewhat 
better treatment; but are told that we 
have only six species of bats, whereas the 
correct number is seven. 

The birds are probably the subject on 
which Mr. Westell is at his best. In 
dealing with them he forgets his dislike 
for long scientific names and is careful to 
accord to every species its full title as 
gazetted in the official list of the British 
Ornithologists’ Union. We should add 
that he also gives in all cases the mean- 
ings of the names—a feature that, we are 
sure, many will welcome. In the matter 
of English names the author assumes the 
airs of a rather strict pedagogue and con- 
demns the “incorrectness ' of calling the 
hedge-accentor (as most naturalists still 
do) by its popular and long-established 
name of the “ hedge-sparrow."’ It is well 
to be reproved when in fault; but we 
wish that Mr. Westell’s zeal for correct- 
ness in the use of words had been brought 
into play a little nearer home before his 
books were printed. Tt will not improve 
a young student's mind to read that the 
hedgehog “lays up ” in an torpid state 
during winter, and that the grasshopper- 
warbler’s “ food is wholly inseetivoróns. 
In future editions errors like these mend 
be weeded out. Cc ¢

THE SCOTTISH GAELIC. 

Mr. MaclLeod's story telle of a Morag 
Ros, daughter of a laird, Domhnall Ros, 
of Skye Island, who is forced to go 
through a form of marriage with a wealthy 
suitor, a mortgagee of her father'* heavily 
encumbered estat. Meantime, Alasdar 
Campbell, her true love, is roaning the 
seas of New Scotland (Nova Scotia) on his 
ship, the Hector, chasing the French in 
true privateer fashion. At the altar the 
unwilling bride refuses to say Yea’ and 
runs off to dwell in the remoter highlands. 
Alasdar returns, and the story ends to the 
satisfaction of all true Jovers. Scotch- 
Gaelic has been separated from the current 
of the Irish vernacular for at least two 
centuries; conséquently, only those who 
have a scholar s knowledge will follow this 
tale. Moreover, the author knows his 
Gaelic thoroughly well and freely uses 
classical words which have been out of the 
common speech here for centuries, if they 
ever were part of the common speech. It 
is doubtful if there is anything in modern 
Irish quite so strong as this well conceived 
and well executed work. 

We do not recollect anything in Irish 
to equal Mr. Calder’s book~—at least of the 
publications which have appeared during 
the last twenty years. The work is 
difficult, written for the student who re- 
gards Gaelic as a cultural medium rather 
than for the enthusiast who will have 
Gaelic of any kind, so that it be generally 
spoken. There are many interesting 
features in the work, extracts from 
authors, references to comparative phil- 
ology ; those which lead back to Breton 
and to the long dead Cornish are inva)u- 
able. People who know Irish will hear 
with interest that in Uist the “r’’ gets 
the curious “zh’’ sound which is still 
heard in certain words as pronounced by 
English speakers in parts of Kilkenny. 
We likewise learn that the devocalised 
“1,” used to-day in the Ring peninsula, is 
Eee of the Gaelic spoken on the isle of

FINNISH FAIRY TALES. 

We have tested these fairy tales on a 
child and have found them effective. 
Incidentally, in reading them we have 
ourselves discovered them to be full of 
interest, throwing much light on the 
customs and folk-lore of Finland—a 
country which, one is inclined to forget, 
is not al] frost and snow, but is in- 
habited by a civilised and cultured 
nation, Further, as Mr. Fillmore, the 
adapter of the tales, points out in his 
preiace, one has the zest of comparing 
them with the more widely known Vermau 
and French fairy tales or with those of 
other lands. Like most such tales, they 
fall generally into two or three groups— 
the beast stories, the story of the wicked 
witch or, wizard and the rustic tales of 
husbands and nagging wives. Mikko, the 
fox, is usually as successful here as is 
Keynard in France; but Pekka, the wolf, 
whom one would have imagined as the 
ogre among beasts in this forest-clad 
country, is made to appear throughout as 
The magpie takes 
the place of the crow, and, as usual, the 
dog is the helper of man. 

Finland isa sea-fringed and lake- 
covered country, and, therefore, both sea 
and lake play a large part in these 
stories. Our old friend, Bluebeard, 
becomes a wizard living in the bottom of 
a deep lough, and from the sea comes 4 
serpent to destroy the princess offered 
to him on the shore—reminiscent of 
Greek legend. Thereis more real humour 
in these pages than one finds in the 
German stories, and a dry kind of wit 
prevails frequently. Some pieces clearly 
had their origin at the time when 
Christianity was struggling against 
Paganism. ‘To my niece Phyllis, these 
stories of her mother’s hative land, ' is 
the dedication of the book, but we can 
recommend it to many other uncles hard- 
pressed to choose aright.

RECENT FICTION. 

In an introductory note Mr. Newman 
Flower tells us that Sir Hall Caine wrote the 
present work in the conviction that the late 
war had left the world far worse than before. 
The story is of the twenty-five thousand 
civilian prisoners interned on the Isle of Man. 
At first old Robert Craine, the farmer, retains 
control over his conscience, and chides his 
daughter Mona for her want of charity towards 
the Germans. Then his boy Robbie dies at 
‘the front in winning the Victoria Cross. At 
this the Christian feeling withers to nothing 
in the father’s heart, and when he discovers 
that his child has given her love to a German 
prisoner, he dies cursing her for a wanton. 
The tragedy of it all is that Oskar, her lever, 
has lived for years in England and thoroughly 
dislikes the German militarist. Moreover, 
through a friend, he finds the wristlet watch 
af the dead hero, Robbie, and his little sister 
is killed by British aircraft in a reprisal 
raid over Mannheim. Propaganda poisons all 
hearts, and, after the war, the civilian 
governor will keep the hate going when the 
soldier commandant of the camp wants to 
forcet it. Oskar’s German mother cdisowns 
him when she hears that he will wed a 
woman of the breed which had done her child 
to death. ‘he Manx landlord wil! not renew 
the lease of Knockaloe farm; the sale of the 
stock is hoveotted. Finally, in despair, the 
lovers commit suicide. The story is powerful, 
but over-drawn.

During last year 2,671,517 tons of merchant 
shipping entered the Northern port.

The 
Belfast Harbour Board, with a keen eye 
to the main chance, is contemplating a 
further reduction in its port dues,-and 
although the Free State business men are 
patriotic, they certainly are not foc!- 
Not only has much of Dublin’s traffic 
been diverted to Belfast, but the whole 
volume of Southern Irish trade has 
shrunk, and the Free State's competitors 
in Denmark, Holland and elsewhere have 
been presented with a gratuitous ad- 
vantage. The Free State, like every other 
civilised country, must live through its 
trade in foreign markets, and unless our 
favourable balance as against Great Britain 
is maintained, our national credit will 
fall to a level which will preclude our 
Government’s success in any extensive 
loan that it may be compelled to launch. 
The situation is extremely serious. Belfast 
is Dublin’s most formidable rival as a 
port, and the enterprise of firms like 
Vickers (Ireland), Limited, will be of no 
benefit unless industrial peace can be 
secured at the earliest possible moment. 
Already the Free State is labouring under 
a heavy handicap of debt. The Republican 
campaign upset all its plans of industria] 
and commercial development. Inthe most 
favourable circumstances the feat of 
Budget-balancing would be extremely

‘difficult ; if the present condition of affairs 


should continue tor any appreciable length 
of time, it will be utterly impossible for 
years to come “ Will Ireland never get a 
chance?’’ exclaimed Arthur Griffith at a 
momeni when the fate of the Anglo-Irish 
Taty exemed to be hanging in the 
balance, The question and the reproach 
peer were more pertinent than they are 
to-day. 

Meetings have taken place between re- 
presentatives of the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce and leading members of 
the shipping trade. We hope earnestly 
that the negotiations may result in 
complete success; but Labour has refused 
resolutely to recognise the one essential 
fact which governs the whole controversy. 
Why docs Belfast's shipping flourish while 
Dublin’s docks lie almost derelict? The 
Northern dockers work for 64s. a week, 
while these in Dublin. refuse to accept 
78s. There is the real key to the situa. 
tion, and no| amount of sophistry « nh 
gainsay it. It is all very well to argue 
that the cost of living is higher in Dublin! 


than it is in Belfast, and still higher than 
it is in Liverpool or Glasgow, where the 
dockers earn only 55s. a week; but such 
arguments merely beg the question. Prices 
are high chiefly because wages are ligh, 
and so long as Southern Labour wilfully 
closes its eyes to this fact there can be 
no hope of a permanent improvement in 
econgmic conditions. How can Labour 
justify the discrepancy of 14s. per ‘week 
between wages in Dublin and Belfast? 
The cost of living may be lower in the 
Northern capital, but certainly it is not 
18 per cent. lower than it is in the Free 
State. There is no escape from the in- 
exorable law of economics. If Labour will 
not agree tothe reduction of its wages, the 
Free State's trade simply will disappear. 
‘Belfast will capture what remains of 
Dublin’s traffic, and within a twelvemonth 
the port of Dublin will be like the port of 
Fiume—a melancholy monument to the 
folly of mankind. 


A New Spirit. 

Self-government creates self-respect. That 
argument has been pleaded from ten 
thousand platforms in Ireland during the 
last twenty years. The torruptions of 
municipal and rural administration were 
attributed mainly, if not altogether, to 
the atrophying effect of British rule on 
Irish minds and consciences. Now we 
have won self-government and the results 
remain to be seen. Will intrigue and 
“Jobbying ” and “graft” and “influence á 
disappear from the conduct of public 
affairs in the Free State, and wil] the 
word “job” cease to have two meanings ? 
We do not believe in sudden conversions, 
since old habits die hardly; but we have 
good hope of a gradual improvement 
in the present standard of municipal 
morality. Hitherto men have been elected 
to public boards solely on account of 
their political views, and with no regard 
f - their fitness as administrators, Hence- 
forward, we may hope, they will be elected 
on their merits as citizens; and men so 
elected are likely to have at least an 
average sense of public duty. They will 
not be angels, but they will not be “on 
the make.” In the meanwhile thoughtful 
Irishmen will welcome every sign of the 
growth of a new spirit of self-respect and 
service among the people. One such sign 
is manifest in the proceedings at the last 
meeting of the Drogheda Corporation. The 
Mayor, Alderman asked the 
Council to declare that the new measure 
for the reform of local government ought 
to enforce supervision of the purchase or 
leasing of public or corporate properties. 
He suggested that the revising power 
ought to be vested in the Minister for 
Local Under the existing 
system, said the Mayor very frankly, all 
sorts of abuses were possible. Every kind 
of pressure was put on local councils and

their finance committees to induce them 
to dispose of the ratepayers’. property

We may admit that such a resolution 
could not have been proposed—much less 
adopted—before the coming of the Free 
State, if only because political motives 
of the most malignant kind would have 
been imputed to it. To-day the issue 
between honest and dishonest government 
is clear. We may not get wholly rid of 
the ‘‘crafter’’ in municipal life; but at 
least he will be unable to hide his opera- 
tions under a cloak of patriotism. The

The Panama Scandal]. 


The death of M. Charles de Lesseps in 
Paris, at the age of eighty-two, recalls 
one of the most astonishing chapters in 
the history of human enterprise. The 
main story of the French Panama Canal 
Company is fairly well known. Forty-two 
years ago the Company was formed, with 
Ferdinand de Lesseps as its managing 
director. The time seemed to be ripe for 
the construction of a waterway through 
the Panama Isthmus, but the great engineer 
wi- not a financier and did not realise 
that the scheme was too big for private 
adventurers. The French Company raised 
and spent forty-four million pounds with- 
ot.. even breaking the back of the task 
which it had undertaken. More money 
was needed, but more could not be had, 
and the scheme -:nded in one of the 
greatest financial scandals of the age. The 
de Lesseps, father and son. manfully 
assumed responsibility for the enormous 
loss that the investing public suffered 
through the failure. When the Board 
of Directors was arraigned before the 
Paris Courts on charges of fraud Charles 
de Lesseps was sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment, but he was released soon 
afterwards. We know now that vast and 
still unsolved engineering problems de- 
feated the genius of dé Lesseps as surely 
as the mosquito defeated the efforts of 
the engineers on the spot. It is curious 
to note that, while de Lesseps decided 
that a sea-leve] cana] must be abandoned 
In favour of a lock canal, the United 
States Government has now come to the 
conclusion that the lock canal must be 
abandoned ultimately in favour of a sea- 
level canal.

The rescue of five Falkirk miners after 
they had been entombed for nine days 
proves once again—if proof were needed— 
that not in war alone is food for the heroic 
lyre. With only 4 single slice of bread 
among the five of them, with only the 
meagre light of a miner's lamp to relieve 
the utter blackness, with nothing - fo 
irdicate the passing of time, these brave 
me! refused to despair. Days passed, and

barrier of the will to live. Nevertheless, 
tho entombed. men found courage to con- 
tinue the battle. - They strove to dig their 
way out of the subterranean prison—less, 
perhaps, because they hoped to succeed than 
with the firm intention of fighting death 
to the last, What they must have felt 
when they heard the tapping of their 
desperately toiling rescuers no pen can 
tell. There is nothing which art cannot 
create, but there ate some mental ex- 
periences that it never can hope to repro- 
duce. The courage and tenacity of the 
rescuers were beyond praise. All men will 
toil for an end that is still in sight. It is 
another matter to work with unfaltering 
hope and industry for ar almost unattain- 
able result. Here, however, the miracle 
was achieved. In some unexplained way 
both water and air reached the part of the 
m sin which the five men were entrapped, 
and Ten days digging found them still 
alive. The work of rescue is not yet 
ended; but even if there are no other 
survivors, the event will rank as one of 
the noblest examples of human fortitude 
and endurance in the crowded annals of 
the mine:

“ ANCIENT LIGHTS,' AT THE 


-.. EVERYMAN THEATRE. 


From Ovr Own CoRResPpoNDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday. 
This new play, a comedy strongly streaked 
with satire, has been erthusiasticaily received 
by the public at the Everyman, Hampstead's 
intellectual playhouse. In “ Ancient Lights 
Mr. Edward Percy, the author of that charming 
comedy of humble life—‘‘If Four Walls 
Told '—has set out to dramatise a big and 
fine theme—the domineering of the younger 
generation, by the older; but the resultant 
play, though it has several effective scenes, 
cannot be said to attain to the high level of 
the author’s recent success. It is certainly not 
a bad play, but it is not good enough for the 
theme that inspired it. 


Love, greed, heredity, senile decay, and 
politics, each in turn serves as the motif, 
around which are drawn the antagonism and 
quarrels of three generations. Thus it is a 
play that covers many years. A_ father, 
Ambrose Blest, has been forced into business, 
while wishing to become a painter; or, as 
Mr. Percy has it, has lived one life and 
dreamed another. To make up for his dis- 
appointment he educates his son Robert to be 
an artist, but Robert rebels, and follows his 
own desires and becomes a business man. 


TRAGIC DRAMA OF THE DARDANELLES 


The “ Irish Times” has arranged to 
publish en Monday next the first of a 
series of articles baecd on Mr, Churchill's 
second velume ef Memoirs ef the War. 

In this volume Mr. Churchiti completes 
his nafrative ef the great traneactions of 
the war in whieh he bere a hand whilie 
he was a member ef the Cabinet, with a 
seat em the inner War Council. 

The extracts which we shall publish 
relate chiefly te the great drama of the 
Dardanelles Expedition.

ACCIDENT PREVENTS HIM FROM 
WRITING, 


From Ovurn Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Bernard Shaw while in Ireland a few 
weeks ago met with an accident to his right 
hand. Mr. Barry Jackson, of the Birming- 
ham Repertory Theatre, stated to-night that 
the accident, though slight, has ~ prevented 
Mr. Shaw from writing 

Mr. Shaw’s ' Back to Methusaleh”’ is to 
be produced for the first time in England at 
the Birmingham Repertory Theatre on Octo- 
ber 9. He is not attending the rehearsals. 

Mr. Shaw, it is stated, always writes or 
types his work, and never dictates. A con- 
tributor to the New York Times in July last 
sent out a questionnaire: ‘‘Do you consider 
that the use of the typewriter has contributed 
to a deterioration of literary style” 

Mr. Shaw replied: '“ Rubbish. I have 
written not less than a million words for 
publication directly with a typewriter. When 
an author’s style deteriorates the remedy is 
not longhand, but prohibition.”’

The Storm. 


The storm was one of the severest ex- 
perienced for sc. .o time, and In places the 
wind velocity was extraordinary high. At 
Victoria to-day there was a large number 
of passengers for the Continent, and the 
afternoon boat express was run in four 
portions. The intending travellers were 
warned, however, that the cross-Channel 
service was still uncertain, and that they 
might be called upon to spend the night 
at Dover at their own expense. Not many 
were deterred, however, from starting. 


Rahr Crisis. 


Berlin seems to be faced with another 
most serious crisis and, if Germany had 
not weathered «>» many during the past 
five years, one r.ight suppose that a break 
up was imminent. There is, however, in 
diplomatic circles a distinct belief that 
matters will quickly settle down; for the 
differences which have helped to bring 
about the crisis are due to the 
fact that the Stresemann Cabinet wished 
to obtain exceptional powers from the 
Reichstag to meet the ‘dangers of the 
moment. Once those. powers were obtained 


the Stresemann Government would act - 


without delay, quite independently of 
the Reichstag. The Socialists are said 
to be willing to agree to the grant of 
the necessary powers; but they dis- 
agree with Herr Stresemann on other 
points; for they are anxious to come to 
terms with France and to bring Bavaria 
to Prussia’s hee] without delay. It is 
thought that Dr. Stresemann will soon be 
able to form another Government, and 
when that has been done he will be 
enabled to move  nickly in re-establishing 


-order throughout Germany. | 


Dr. Streseman s Pesition. 


In other quarters the view is held that, 
if Dr. Stresemann succeeds in forming a 
new Government, it will become virtual!) 
a directorate, and that a dictator will soon 
be “CARgÚ me I: as thought that every 
possible effort will be made to secure the 
retention of Dr. Stresemann in office, since 
the fall of his Labinet, perhaps, may re 
duce Germany to chaos. The Stresemann 
Cabinet fully recognised the danger oí the 
Situation, particularly as they fear a 
Socialist outbreak if they persevere with 
Labour legislation; and, in consequence, 
they may decide to have a general election 
with the hope of securing a reduction of 
the Labour vote in the Reichstag.

COST TO THE PORT.

RECEIPTS DOWN BY £16,000. 

The situation arising out of the three 
months’ old lubéur pa Ma on the Liffey was 
discussed at length at yesterday 's meeting of 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board. 

Mr. David Barry, the Chairman, told the 
meeting that, in comparison with the same 
peiíod in 1922, there was a decrease of 108,997 
iona coming into the port for the quarter 
ended September 30, 1923. In dues on goods 
there was a decrease of £8,391, and, roughly, 
the Board’s receipts were down by £16,000. 
A smal] portion of this was due to the reduc- 
tion in tonnage dues. 

Mr. William Field said that an enormous 
amount of traffic was being diverted from 
Dublin, particularly to Belfast. Someone 
should make some suggestoin to have the 
troubles settled and the port of Dublin 
brought back to its old premier position. 

lhe Chairman said that anyone looking in 
that morning’s papers would see an increase 
in the tonnage of Belfast traffic that should 
inake the people of Dublin think. The in- 
crease in cattle shipments from Belfast was 
very great. Belfast port was working under 
conditions in every department that could not 
be got in Dublin. and still the people in the 
South closed their eyes to the facts, in the 
hope that manna would fall to them from 
Heaven In the past they had heard a lot 
about the competition of Belfast, but. now that 
there was an opportunity of doing a useful 
day's work to save the port of Dublin those 
people were silent. 

FOOD PRICES AND ‘‘ PROFITEERING.”’ 

Mr. Paul asked how did the decrease come 
about, because there seemed to be as much 
traffic along the quays as ever. The dockers 
were now getting five days’ work instead of 
two and a half, and they were not hit to the 
extent. that the newspapers would make out. 

ie men that were out because of the lock- 
Cul were getting a couple of pounds a week. 

( hairman—There is no lock-out. 

Mr. Paul—I call it a lock-out. ‘The thing 
seems interminable unless the employers make 
some arrangements to meet the men. Con- 
‘inuing, he said that there were ships coming 
into Dublin with goods and going away light 
because that Board and other public bodies 
and the Press were misleading the people of 
the country into the belief that there were no 
of eee Ge in Dublin, and falsehoods 
oi the kind should not be circulated. Food 
prices and -“ profiteering” were still at the 
peak point, and until an effort was 
made to bring down the “ Pro- 
fiteering prices char by merchants 
and others there would be no settlement. 
of labour troubles. The longer bacon and 
eggs and butter were held up from 
better for the country, because it would bring 
cown prices. A few men had collared the bacon 
trade in Dublin, and would not sell at less 
than 200 per cent. profit. It was the duty of 
Public boards to protest against the wholesale 
exploiting of the public by the merchants. 

Chairman—And the “pirate” ships. 

Mr. Paul—When the pirate ships must go 
back light they have to ¢ arge freights to pay 
them. I now can get tea from London via 
Rotterdam cheaper than at any time since 
pre-war. There are pirates in other businesses 
as well as shipping. 

lhe Chairman said that the facts were that 
there was a decrease on fhe crors-Channel 


tonnage of 102,683 tons, and £6,260 17s. in 


rt the 


dues. The overseas tonnage had gone down 
by 6,314 tons, and, the dues by £1,484 6s. 10d. 
The trafic talked about by Mr. Paul was a 
nonentity. i 

Mr. Paul said that the cattle trade oí Dub- 
jin port had suffered very heavily, but the 
cattle traders, through deaths among the 
animals shipped from Belfast, Derry, and 
other ports, were losing more than ever 
before. The cattle trade organisation should 
ore taken measures to ship their cattle them- 
selves. 

COST OF LIVING AND WAGES. 

Mr. MacLoughlin said that one or two of the 
expressions used by Mr. Paul were mislead- 
ing. The harping on the “ profiteering’’ by 
employers was fundamentally wrong, because 
the trouble was not due to “ profileering.” 
He could not deny that there was a lot of 
“ profiteering,’’ but it was not by the em- 
ployers. There was an important fundamental 
fact so far not touched on even by the Go- 
vernment, and that was that the cost of living 
does not control the selling price of produce. 
A man going to buy cattle did not ask what 
it cost to produce them. The local cost of 
living bald have no bearing, direct or in- 
direct, on wages. Production cost was based 
not on the cost of living, but on what could 
be got for the produce in the markets. 

The Dublin shipbuilding yards were shut 
down because some people thought that by 
some miracle or other they could pay a higher 
rate of wages than was paid in the yards 
with which they were competing. Everyone 
seemed to preach that until the cost of living 
came down wages should remain as they were. 
That was childish. If they went on the 
principle of holding the city to ransom; and 
that wages had to keep op until the cost of 
living came down, they would have a decaying 
city and a decaying nation. Wages would 
have to be placed on a footing that would 
enable producers to compete with others in 
the market. Some type of protection might 
make the market fit in with the local condi- 
tions, but the other argument was, on the 
face of it, so childish that he wondered at it 
being used. If it were used much longer the 
whole business cf Dublin would soon be m 
the state of the shipbuilding, paper-making, 
and fertiliser. manufacturing industries—non- 


existent. 
STRANGLEHOLDS. 

Mr. William Hewat described Mr. 
MacLoughlin’s statement as the most valuable 
contribution to the discussion that had yet 
been made. The high charges imposed by 
labour or by the ‘‘ profiteer’’ were a strangle- 
hold on the country, and they could not be 
passed on, The trouble at the ports of the 
Free State was a stranglehold on the nation. 
wie 4 was there no money in agriculture to- 
ay! 

Mr. Paul—Look at the money in the banks. 

Mr. Hewat replied that bank deposits were 
the worst form of-investment for any country. 
Their young State was now on its trial, and 
it should be recognised that, as.a result of 
what was happening, they were all engaged in 
national suicide, the absolute suicide of the 
country through not recognising that all must 
live by one another. To-day the national oc- 
cupation was tearing down instead of building 
up. Was that to continue until nothing 
was left? Ireland could live only on 
its power to export produce, and they would 
have to get down to principles and recognise 
that an agricultural country exporting its 
produce could not live and pay a rate of 
wages in excess of that in competing 
countries. The reply of Labour leaders would 
be that they wanted their people to live 
in a state of comfort. That was a very 
worthy motive, with which he had every 
sympathy, but they were not trying to ac- 
complish it in the right way. Were they in 
Dublin going to face the problem of the 
facts or continue as they were? 

Alderman William O’Brien said that in 
recent years Labour had grown stronger, and 
had been able to insist on something ap- 
proaching a decent standard of living for the 
workers. Ten and twenty years ago em- 
ployers paid not one penny more than they 
were compelled to pay. It was admitted by 
everyone that profiteering existed, but no 
steps were taken to stop it. No reduction in 
the cost of living had followed the reduction 
of 12s. a week in dockers’ wages during 
recent times, and there was no guarantee 
that even if the dockers worked for nothing 
the cost of living would fall. Labour was 
determined to have a decent standard of 
living, and Mr. Hewat admitted that that 
was a reasonable claim. Unless beaten down 
by brute force; they would have it; they 
would never go back to the conditions that 
prevailed in Dublin before the war. If the 
employers were to make a serious contribu- 
tion to solving the problem, they would have 
to bring foward something practical. 


EMPLOYERS AND LABOUR. 


The Chairman expressed himself dis- 
appointed at Alderman O’Brien’s remarks, 
which were but the same old phraseology 
that they had to contend with for a long 
time. Not an employer in the Free State 
wished to see Labour again in the pre-war 
conditions. The attitude of Labour was— 
“What we have we hold.” They cared not 
for imports or exports; dockyards did not 
matter, for any industry not in a position 
to pay the wages démanded had better be 
wiped out. Jf £10 was set up as the wage 
standard, that would have to be paid or the 
industry must be destroyed. That was the 
osition they were up against in Dublin. 
he employers were anxious and willing to 
mect Labour on a common platform with the 
object of arriving at an honourable under- 
standing satisfactory to the workers and to 
industry.

The gale which sprung up suddenly in the 
English Channel on Wednesday, continued 
with unabated force throughout yesterday, 
and many shipping casualties are reported. 
The whole of the . cross-Channel passenger 
services were suspended. 

On Wednesday night the Dover-Boulogne 
passenger steamer left the former port in an 
effort to cross, but was obliged to turn back 
when only half way, owing to the violence 
of the wind and the heavy seas. The vessel 
was unable to make Dover Harbour and had 
to run to Folkestone, where the passengers 
were landed. 

The most serious- damage to shipping is 
reported from Brixham, Devonshire, where 
the gale caught the fishermen wholly unpre- 
pared. For the first time in the memory of 
the oldest seafarer in the town, the men were 
unable to combat the elements, and the 
famous fishing fleet was badly battered. Thirty 
vessels sustained serious damage to their spars 
and sails. 

The motor lifeboat, Alfred and Clara 
Heath, rendered assistance to the stricken 
vessels, and then went out to help the ketch, 
Clarita, of Goole, nine miles south-south-east 
of Berry Head, but help was refused. The 
Clarita was then under mizzensail and jib, 
standing in the direction of Portland, but 
drifting rapidly into the Channel. 

STEAMER ADRIFT IN HARBOUR. 

To add to the troubles of the Brixham fish- 
ing fleet, the British steamer Tuscanora, lying 
at anchor in the harbour, broke from ite 
moorings and was driven among the smacks. 

Motor boats and the life-boat towed many 
of the fishing boats to safety after they had 
heen damaged by the steamer. Twelve fishing 
vessels were brought into the inner harbour 
with sails and spars damaged. One motor 
fishing boat was Gown ashore. 

After drifting for half a mile the Tuscanora 
fouled the Swedish steamer, Torwald, the 
moorings of which held fast, and the British 
steamer was brought head to the wind and 
secured. Four Brixham smacks were lying in 
a helpless condition against her side. 


TWELVE VESSELS LOST AT COWES. 


Messages from the east and south coasts of 
England report tremendous seas. .A dozen 
motor and sailing boats have been lost in 
Cowes Roads, including the cutter-rigged 
yacht Iolaire, which was driven against the 
quayside and then sank. 

A Deal telegram received last night says 
that there is no abatement of the gale—in 
fact, the wind was, if anything, increasing. 
The derelict ketch Fearless, from which the 
captain and a boy were taken off in the morn- 
ing, foundered in the afternoon. 

A gale blew in London and the Home 
Counties generally all day yesterday. At

BERLIN, Thursday. 

The resignation of the Stresemann Cabinet 
and the laborious efforts now being made to 
constitute a new Ministry leave the general 
public indifferent and unconcerned. The fall 
of food prices would be a matter of sen- 
sational importance to the vast mass of 
citizens. whereas the fall of the Cabinet, 
comprehensively enough, leaves them un- 
moved. 

Parliamentarism, if not quite obliterated in 
the sense jt is in Italy bad Spain, is under a 
very formidable cloud. 

‘The intention with which the Chancellor 
was toying on Monday last to ‘‘ dismiss ’’ the 
Reichstag with a Cromwellian gesture would, 
if put into effect, find widespread endorse- 
ment. 

One hears, however, that the Chancellor, 
who is neither a Cromwell nor a Mussolini, 
has abandoned this idea.. Members of all 
parties, it seems, made vigorous protests 
against any such scheme. _ 

Rosy visions of a conciliated France, of the 
wonderful clockwork of Ruhr industry set 

oing overnight, with the mark stabilisation 
immediately following the abolition of the 
Ruhr struggle subsidies, have not been 
realised. 

France remains distrustful and unwilling to 
be appeased. Cash seizures and arrests—so, at 
least, it is alleged here—continue, and the 
grip of the bas sb upon the Ruhr is tighten- 
ing—not relaxing. 

Among moderate people the drift towards 
the Right is quickenimg, not so much because 
of the Ruhr surrender as the failure of that 
surrender. 

The futility of further concessions to the 
French is emphasised in hundreds of public 
meetings throughout Germany. 

In the universities, professors, in a sober 
note of conviction, preach the necessity of 
resistance, manliness, independence, and self- 
reliance, summoning the youth of to<ay to 
turn their backs on the spirit of the age— 
‘‘ summed up in cinemas, Bourse speculations, 
wine, and the softening influence of the 
modern woman on the pedestal made fer her 
by men”’—and to cultivate the spirit which 
prevailed in the cradle of the Teutonic race.

GERMAN OFFICIALS TO BE 


TRIED FOR MURDER.

COLOGNE, Thursday. 

The French authorities have decided to 
charge Dr. Haas, the municipal officer m 
charge of the police, a chief inspector, a de- 
tective inspector, and two officers of the Green 
police with attempted murder, as a result of 
the shooting in Dusseldorf last Sunday. 

Under French law this charge is punishable 
with death. 

A report that these five officers are to be 
laced on trial for their lives has created a 
eeling of consternation. The circumstances 
under which the shooting at Dusseldorf took 
place does not leave any room for doubt that 
the aggressive attitude of the Separatists— 
who had previously announced in the Press 
that they would ruthlessly shoot down any 
opposition—was responsible for the outbreak 
and subsequent tragedy. 

The situation in the Rubr has reached 4 
very critical stage. Though passive resistance 
is officially at an end, there are no signs of a 

eneral resumption of industrial activity.

WILL THE TREATY BE 
REPUDIATED?

Developments in Germany are being 
watched here with strained interest.

FIGHT FOR CHAMPIONSHIP 
WITH INJURED HAND. 


BOXER AND REFEREE 
MOBBED.

COLUMBUS, GEORGIA, Thursday. 

Considerable excitement was caused here 
to-day by an eleventh-hour announcement that 
a fight which had been advertised to take 
place for the Light Heavy-weight Boxing 
Championship of the World between Mike 
McTigue, the holder, and Young Stribling, a 
local celebrity, would not be staged owing to 
the champion fracturing a small bone in his 
left thumb during: sparring practice. 

High-spirited youths waxed angry, and 
made an attempt to storm the lrishman’s 
hotel, but they were dispersed by a squad of 


police. 
Finally, however, McTigue came out and 


clared, to go on with the fight with one hand. 

The match was one of ten rounds. The first 
two rounds were even. 

In the tkird Stribling brought blood to 
McTigue’s nose. 

The fighting was fast and furiots in the 
fourth and fifth rounds, the Georgian carry- 
ing the battle to the champion. 

In the sixth there was a considerable dis- 
play of in-fighting, honours being evenly 
divided. 

In the seventh round Stribling landed 
several heavy rights on the Irishman’s head, 
McTigue contenting himself with pummelling 
his opponent’s body. 

Stribling forced the pace in the eighth 
round; McTigue’s blows lacked steam. 

The ninth and tenth rounds were fiercely 
fought without either boxer being able to 
floor the other, but the advantage went to 
Stribling. | 

The referee first declared the bout a draw, 
but the spectators rushed the ring and sur- 
rounded the referee, who changed his decisjon 
ana pronounced Stribling the winner. 

Stribling, who is an eighteen-year-old High 
School boy. was trained by his father and 
mother. He hit McTigue at will throughout 
the ten rounds. When the Irishman re- 
taliated he landed only light punches. He 
did not seem to be in fighting championship 
form. Neither man was floored during the 
contest. 

The referee, Mr. Harry Ertle, who re- 
fereed the Dempsey-Carpentier fight, had to 
be escorted to his hotel by the. police after 
the fight.

FOUR POINTS DISCUSSED 
YESTERDAY.

The second meeting of the Imperial 
Economic Conference took place to-day at the 
Cabinet Offices, Whitehall Gardens. Sir 
Phillip Licyd-Greame presided. Mr. J. C. 
C. Davidson, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster, was present in bis capacity as 
Minister in charge of the arrangements for 
publicity. The Irish Free State was repre- 
sented by Mr. E. M‘Gilligan, Secretary of the 
High Commissioner in London, and Mr FE. 
J. O'Riordan, one of the financial experts. 
The Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, M.P., re- 
presented Northern Ireland. 

The Chairman submitted to the Conference 
a detailed draft agenda prepared by the 
British Government to serve as a basis for 
discussion, General decisions were taken 
with regard to the conduct of the future busi- 
ness of the Conference. The Conference then 
proceeded to the preliminary consideration 
of the following items, which fall under the 
general heading: “ Further steps for the im- 
provement of mutual trade,” of the draft 
agenda :— 

1. Imperial co-operation in respect of com- 
mercial intelligence. This comprises matters 
relating to (a) the provision of facilities for 
the extended use by the Dominions, India 
and the Colonies of British commercial, dip- 
lomatic, and Consular Offices, and vice versa, 
for the promotion of Empire trade; and to 
(b) the removal of existing obstacles in con- 
nection with the admission of commercial 
travellers’ samples and of trade catalogues. 

2. Statistics relating to Empire trade. 

3. Imperial co-operation with reference to 
patents, designs, and trade marks. 

4. Valuation of goods for Customs 
purposes. 

The Conference adjourned until 2.50 p.m. 
to-day.

SIEGE. 


WOUNDED WARDER SAVED 
BY CONVICT. 
“FORT” TO BE CARRIED 
WITH TEAR GAS. 
é aia ; 
EDDY VILLE, Thursday. 


Early this morning the three convicts who 
yesterday. made a desperate bid for freedom 
were still besieged in the diningroom of the 
prison, ringed about outside by prison guards 
and citizen.riflemen. A tear gas squad from 
Louisville police is hurrying to the assistance 
of the prison authoritiés. 

Occasional shots have been exchanged. It 
is probable that when the gas squad and 
machine gun company arfive a concerted 
attack will be made against the murderers. 

Meanwhile the prison officials are at a loss 
to feed the other six hundred inmates, as the 
food for them is stored in the building where 
the desperadoes are holding out. 

The heroism of a prisoner named Warner 
deserves mention. One of the wounded 
warders, who lay exposed to the fire of the 
besieged convicts with a dangerous bullet 
wound in his body, pleaded for water and 
medical attention. The authorities forbade 
the other warders to go to him, but Warner 
ventured out to the wounded man, gave him 
water, and then carried him to safety. 

A third warder, named Mattingly, has died 
in hospital from his wounds.—(Reuter.)

TO-DAY’S LONDON 
PAPERS. 


FOREIGN POLICY. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
It is to be hoped that Lord Curzon’s promised 
statement to the Imperial Conference this 
morning will at least begin the restoration of 


some definite purpose and direction to our 
foreign policy. ‘This will be the climax of 
what has appeared to the public to be a 
series of tantalising postponements. More 
than a fortnight has now elapsed since the 
famous meeting in Paris between M. Poincaré 
and Mr. Baldwin, and since the still more 
famous communiqué, which purported to 
summarise its results. The meeting itself, no 
doubt, provided little material for speeches. 
An establishment of friendly personal rela- 
tions, which was the only possible, though 
most desirable, consequence, does not supply 
the basis of a national foreign policy, but the 
communiqué went farther. Its language was 
sufficient to raise hopes or fears, according to 
its interpretation on both sides of the Channel, 
Unless it were to be followed rapidly by some 
practical move in the settlement of Europe 
it was not merely meaningless, but dangerous. 
Its psychological effects were obvious at once. 
No serious person supposed that it could be 
left without either action or explanation. 
Since then the British Prime Minister has 
made two speeches in public. 

There is growireg the not unreasonable 
criticism that the British Government hae no 
foreign policy for the State, that it is attempt- 
ing in effect to maintain two incompatible 
positions, that the establishment of friendly 

ersonal relations with the French Prime 
Minister has not vet furthered in any way the 
solution of the points at issue between us, and 
that Europe is allowed to sink farther and 
farther into chaos without the slightest at- 
tempt on the part of this country to arrest 
the drift by its old independent influence. 

There is no reason whatever to quarrel 
with the decision which has apparently been 
reached. that for the time being, at all evente, 
Lord Curzon’s statement should be reported 
only in part, and that his colleagues from the 
Dominions should exercise their own dis- 
cretion in publishing their preliminary obser- 
vations. The broad lines of British foreign 
policy are not to be settled in a single morn- 
ing, and no one should be committed trre- 
vocably by statements made and questions 
asked in the early stages of the debate. What 
we are all entitled to ask is, that a definite 
beginning shall be made and that the public 
shall be satisfied at once that this has been 
done.

A NEW DIRECTORY OF SIX. 


The resignation of the Cabinet which fol. 
lowed as a foregone conclusion after the 
Socialist Ministers had retired, has done little 
to clear the political atmosphere, states The 
Times Berlin Correspondent in a message yes- 
terday. Dr. Stresemann has again taken on 
the task of forming a new Government. After 
his recent experiences it is not surprising that 
he has abandoned all faith in Coalition, and 
is proposing to form a small Directory of five 
or not more than six Ministers, chosen, not 
on the ground or party, but solely for their 
gersonal character and capabilities.

A SCHOOL OF FORTITUDE, 


With a thrill of excitement and with a re- 
action of profound thankfulness the nation 
learns to-day that the tragedy of the Redding 
Pit disaster near Falkirk is not so dark as it 
was at first assumed to be,remarks 7'Ae T'imes 
editorially. To spend, as these five rescued 
Falkirk men have spent, a blank number of 
indefinite days in a wrecked mine is an 
ordeal outside the range of possible experience 
for the majority, but it is a contingency, 
among others not less dismaying, upon which 
colliers are compelled to reckon.

THE FALKIRK PIT 
DISASTER. 


FIVE MEN BROUGHT 10 THE 
SURFACE, 


HOPE THAT OTHERS 
MAY BE SAVED. 


. Á 


Early yesterday morning five men, who had 
been entombed in the Redding coal mine, near 
Falkirk, for ten days were rescued. i 

The rescue parties continued at work all 
day yesterday. In a message, despatched 
from Polmont, near Falkirk, at an early hour 
this morning, one correspondent says :— - 

An urgent telephone message at midnight 
brought the colliery ambulance to the pit. A 
doctor was summoned, and hot water bottles 
and blankets were got ready. It is believed 
that several more men have been located, 
but. jit is not known yet whether they are 
alive or dead. 


The rescue of the five men is described in 
the following message from Glasgow, under 
yesterday 's date :— 

Matters were at their blackest early this 
morning, and a crowd of relatives and fellow- 
workers were demanding an opportunity to 
explore the pit for when a 
dramatic development took place’ in the work- 
ings underground. Shortly after midnight the 
rescuers heard sounds of tapping. AL first 
these were believed to emanate from other 
working parties, but after a time the rescuers 
ascertained with joyous feelings that the taps 
were signals from those for whom they had 
been seeking for so many days. At last they 
knew for certain that some, at least. of their 
unfortunate comrades had survived the 
many perils that beset them, - and 
the rescuers worked with redoubled 
energy. Sut ib was not until 
three hours later that the last barricades 
that divided them were removed, and rescuers 
and survivors met face to face. 

To the amazement of the rescue party, 
the five survivors, whom they found eagerly 
awaiting them, were neither lying down nor 
completely exhausted, and instinctively hand 
clasped hand. The men had half a slice of 
bread, which they divided on the first day 
of their imprisonment. For the rest of the 
time they had nothing to eat, but they had 
occasional drinks of water. Despite the 
NÁÍ gu which they endured, the rescuers 
ound them “remarkably fit.’

THE FIRST QUESTION. 

When, after working with might and main. 
the rescue party got within hailing distance 
of the entombed men, there was an answerin 
shout. The next minute a gaping hole had 
been driven through the last obstruction. 

“How many of you are there?” was the 
first question shouted to the imprisoned men, 
and then, after a brief but tense silence, 
there came in a clear voice, “ Five.” 

“How are vou?' was the next query. and 
to the astonishment of the rescuers the vcp:y 
was—‘‘A 1.” 

Soon the hole was sufficiently large for 
men to pass through, and the two parties 
were greeting each other. Prepared for the 
worst, each of the five men had scrawled 
farewell messages on the coal facings, and at 
their request these were immediately 
obliterated. 

Meanwhile a signal had been ent to the 
surface that several men had beem found alive, 
and preparations were hurriedly completed 
at the pithead for the reception of the sur- 
vivors. 

The experiences of the five men battling 
for life i ten days were told in a few 
sentences by the men themselves to their 
rescuers. The grofp had been found at the 
foot of No. 3 ball coal-mine airway. Thev 
had crawled a!l about the place, but had 
failed to get into communication with any of 
their mates. They were al! together at the 
time of the disaster, and attempted to reach 
an outlet known as the “ Gatterhole.” Thev 
actually passed it on the first day. The lii<is 
group had been at the edge of the water all 
the time since the flooding occurred. Th-v 
escaped the flooding by wading through up to 
their waists. On the second day they heard 
repeated shots, which raised their spirits; 
indeed, they shook hands for joy, knowin 
that their comrades above ground would neve: 
forsake them. How the men existed for ten 
days on half a slice of bread and water was 
marvelled over, but the men explained that 
they were not so much concerned for their 
stomachs as for their immediate escape. 

While these details were being related by 
the five, the rescuers were busily engaged im 
providing them with hot beverages, but hot 
water bott!es and blankets they dectined, ex- 
plaining that after the first drenching their 
clothes dried rapidly, and that they had been 
quite warm since. Even their feet, indeed, 
had always been burning hot. 


UNSELFISHNESS. 

One of the first desires of two of the men 
was for a smoke. Mr. K. H. McNeill, a Fife 
colliery agent, who was in charge of the 
tescue party, instantly produced his cigarette 
case, and was chagrined to find that it con- 
tained but a solitary cigarette. One of the 
two, John Miller, who seemed the more 
anxious, was given the first offer. He looked 
at the case, and then, turning his head, re- 
lied, “ Ach, I wudna' tak th’ last yin.’ This 
incident was indicative of the unselfish con- 
duct of the men throughout their long ims 
prisonment. 

After resting for a brief period, rescuers 
and survivors started on the comparatively 
lengthy journey to the old shaft, estimated 
at fully a mile. Could the survivors stand 
the journey! was the question of the rescue 
brigade. In answer, the five men again rose 
and started up the road. 

James Jack wis described at the comedian 
of the group. He maintained the spirits of 
his companions with funny stories, and 
shouted the name of each man as his turn 
came to go down to the floodings for drinking 
water. As the party made their way to the 
old shaft, Jack caught hold of one of the 
rescuers, and facetiously offered to help him 
out. This pleasantry was eloquent of the 
spirit of the rescued, who, though obviously 
weak, were yet remarkably wel! considering 
all the hardships that they had endured. The 
air was cool and nm, a Pact to which the 
men largely owed their lives. | 


AT THE PITHEAD. 

Bad news may travel quickly, as it did on 
the day of the disaster, but this morning 
rumours of good news spread with remark- 
able rapidity, and men, women and children 
flocked to the pithead. There was a sub- 
dued murmur of expectancy, while women 
with drawn faces again underwent the agony 
of intermingled hope and fear. hh 

It was a considerable time before the sur- 
vivors were brought to the surface, as it was 
feared that the sudden transition to the open 
sir would be prejudicial to them. 

Arriving safely at the bottom of the shaft, 
the men were raised to the mine lead’ singly, 
and within a short time the five were on the 
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surface. Here their indomitable spirit again 
-manifested itself. Officials, fellow-workers, 
and relatives had made every preparation for 
their reception at the rescue station. As 
each man was raised to the surface he was 
placed on a stretcher for removal to the 
rescue station, but some of them demurred at 
the fuss made over them, and Miller, abso- 
lutely declining to lie down, deliberately set 
off at a brisk pace to the station. He said 
that he would “rather just walk away 
home.” 

Inside the station there were affecting 
scenes, but the doctors who were in attend- 


ance declined to allow the men to be engaged , 


in eonversation while being medically at- 
tended. The men insisted on washing and 
tidying themselves, 

BEARD AS ALMANAC. 

Questioned by the Press Association Cor- 
respondent, one of them said that they had 
lost all count of time, as owing to the dark- 
ness they could not tell night from day. He 
confessed, however, that a tried to judge 
from the growth of hair on his chin, and he 
calculated that it was Sunday, § When in- 
formed that it was Thursday the man laughed 
incredulously, 

Later the five men were conveyed to their 
respective homes. There the affecting scenes 
were renewed as wives and children were re- 
united to their breadwinners. Doctors fol- 
lowed them and ordered each man to bed, 
with instructions that he must not be dis- 
turbed. Relatives were d at the doors 
and no one was admitted. Two of the men 
sat up in bed for a smoke, but they were 
advised to desist owing to their weakened 
pulse. 

The names of the rescued men are: John 
Donaldson, of Forthview, Reddingsmuir ; 
James Jack, Canal road, Redding; John 
Miller, Glebe street, Falkirk; Robert Ure, 
iWallaceton; and Andrew Thomson, King 
street, Reddingsmuir. 

A touching reunion was that between Miller 
and his father, who had scarcely left the pit- 
head since the disaster, so confident was he 
that his son was stil] alive. While Miller was 
being carried on a stretcher from the rescue | 
station to the ambulance the crowd shouted 
“‘ Cheerio,” to which he replie@: ‘‘ Cheerio, 
Tm all right.” ‘“‘Are you sure you are all 
right?” shouted a man. “ Absolutely,” re- 
plied Miller, On reaching his home Miller's 
first request was to see his seven weeks’ old 
gon. | 

James Jack, who is 39 years of age, has 
five children, who clung to him on his return 
home, and it was with difficulty that the 
father could be got to bed. Jack served in 
the war for over four years, and gained the 
military medal. His chief complaint was over 
the hard fate that had overtaken his chum, 
Brown, who is atill missing. 

Thomson, who has four of a family, slept 


‘soundly after reaching his home. 


Donaldson looked fit, and, as his. brother 
remarked, the only thing he was in need of 
was a shave. One of the survivors was visited 
by his minister to-night, and the minister said 
that the entombed men prayed often, as they 
thought it was the natural thing to do. 

FOUR BODIES RECOVERED. 

While these scenes were taking place, the 
rescue brigade were more active than ever, 
but their next experience was disheartening. 
This was the discovery of bodies floating .in 
the flooded workings. At least four were ob- 
served, and were brought to the higher parts 
clear of the water. In each case, it is said, 
identification will be extremely difficult owing 
to the effects of immersion and the black 
damp. None of the bodies was brought to the 
surface, that sad task being delayed until after 
nightfall. 

There were rumours that more than four 
bodies had been seen, but up to this evening 
there was no confirmation of the report. Dur- 
ing the late afternoon another development 
was rumoured, and the excitement was re- 
This was a statement to the effect 
that three men were believed to be alive in 
No. 2 Section, upon which the rescue brigades 
were concentrating their attention. The offi- 
cials are reported to be optimistic, and have 
got a new boring machine in operation, cap- 
able of cutting at the rate of six feet of coa! 


INVENTOR’S CLAIM 


MACHINE THAT WRITES - 


CORRECT SPELLING, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
FROM Ovn Own ConRRESPONDENT. 


Are the days of the shorthand-typist num- 
hered? It would seem so, if one may believe 
the claims made for a machine concerning 
which a patent has recently been applied for 
at Berne. This is nothing less than a type- 
writer which writes direct from dictation. 

The inventor is Mr. Martin Bandli, of 
Davos, who Éisc the wait k á 
typewriter enabling a person to write e 
ae af the voice ee Until a a 


Mr. Bandli is maintaining a certain reserve, 
which one can well understand; but he in- 
forms me that a person may talk at a speed 
of 90 to 100 words a minute, and that as 
many copies can be obtained as with an 
ordinary . typewriter, 

A question which at once occurs to the 
mind is—How dots he get over the difficulty 
of spelling ? I can only quote his own state- 
ment. e says :— | 

“The two principal difficulties. to be over- 
come were those of correct orthography and 
the writing of figures. The first for a long, 
time proved an a)most insw table obstacle, . 

» especially in nglish la e;: 
there are in some cases half a dozen different 
letter combinations for one single sound. 
Finally, I found out a device by means of 
which the short intervals of silence—one-fifth 
of a second—which in every case take place 
between two words or distinct syllables are 
used automatically in finding the correct 
letter combinations, ..The second ‘hard nut’ 
—how to-write numbers otherwise than in the 
form of words while allowing the machine 
to write them as words if desired—was 
eventually solved by considerably lowering 
the voice when figures are wanted, so that 
only the sound waves created by the vowels 
impress the microphone, while those created 
by the consonants are lost. 

The machine is not large. Mr. Bandli 
describes it as a cube of abdout 16 inches, 
weighing abont 60]be. It stands on a small 
table, such as is used for an ordinary phono- 
graph or typewriter, and in the upper part 
of the table ig a smal] w h.p. electro motor 
and a battery.

The defendants, the Henry Street Ware- 
house Company, appealed from the decision of 
a District Court, which awarded Miss Hannah 
Curtin £50 damages on a claim by her in an 
action for wrongful dismissal. 

Mr. Nolan elan (instructed by Messrs. 
Noyk and O'Reilly), for the respondent (plain- 
tiff), said that Miss Curtin had been employed 
in the sales department by the defendants for 
two years. t 5.15 on the evening of the 
20th January, 1922, she sold goods to the 
value of ós. to a customer. Her cash book 
was exhausted, and the customer would not 
wait, with the result that the plaintiff handed 
the goods to the customer without waiting for 
the dockets, and she went and handed the 
ós. to the cashier, stating that she would gub- 
sequently hand in the cash docket. At the same 
time she went upstairs for a new cash book. 
Later she was called to the manager s office, 
whers the manager, Mr. Geary, said— 
“ According to Mr. Madigan—(a buyer)—you 
sold two aprons for ós. What did you do 
with the money?" She explained what she 
had done, and the manager said that he 
weuld go to the cash girl and find out. 
When he returned he aid that Miss Byrne, 
the cash girl, denied that she got any money 
from the plaintiff. Mr. Geary afterwards 
told the plaintiff to take a week's wages in 
lier of notice. She refused to take the 
wages, and on leaving at 6 o'clock she met 
Miss Byrne, who then went to the manager’s 
office and told Mr. Geary that the 3s. had 
been paid to her. The plaintiff went to work 
next day, but the manager refused to re- 
instate her. : 

Mr. Cawley (instructed by Messrs. James 
O’Connor and Co.), for the appellants (de- 
fendants)—We gave her a most excellent 
character. | ; 

Miss Curtin, the respondent (plaintiff), said 
that since she left the warehouse she had not 
been able to secure wr ae 

Mr. Cawley said that Miss. Curtin was 
employed weekly by the firm, and when she 
was dismissed she was given a week's wages 
in lieu of notice, and the defendants had 
acted strictly within their lega> rights. 

Mr. Madigan, a buyer, gave evidence of 
Miss Curtin making the sale without a 
dccket. He reported the matter to Mr, 
Geary. 

In reply to Mr. Whelan, the witness said 
that the plaintiff might have entered the sale 
in another assistant s book, but if this had 
been done, he did not think that she would 
te allowed commission. 

Mr. T. Geary, manager of the Warehouse, 
said that at no period in the proceeding did 
he accuse the plaintiff of dishonesty, and he 
did not ask her to refund any money. The 
handing in of money without a docket was 
regarded as very serious, and for this Miss 
Curtin had been dismissed. 

. Commissioner Devitt, in giving his 
decision, said that in all these actions the 
first thing to consider was—What was the 
contract of service? If the dismissal was in 
accordance with the contract of service, the 

laintiff would have no action. The plaintiff 
Fad explained that the contract was termin- 
able by a week’s notice, and that she should 
be entitled to serve during the week's notice. 
On the other, hand, , Cawley contended 
that Mr. Geary could” give the plaintiff a 
week's noticé or a week s wages in lieu of 
notice. If that were so, the case would be 
affected by the payment of a week's wages in 
lieu of notice.

COAL SHORTAGE IN 


DUNDALK. 
A THREE MONTHS’ STRIKE. 


Dundalk, which has been three months 
without a direct coal supply, is facing the 
winter under trying conditions, About half a 
dozen conferences have been held between the 
coal and grain merchants and their employés. 

The main points in the coal dispute had 
been settled at earlier sittings, but a difficulty 
in regard to the discharge of grain yesterday 
afternoon ended in the break up of the nego- 
tiations. 

Mr, Peter Hughes, one of the county mem- 
bers, presided at the conference of the 
employers and men in the Harbour Office, 
when the outstanding question of the rates. 
for the discharge of grain was gone into. 

The millers proposed to pay Dublin rates 
ahd give Dublin conditions, but the men held 
that these were not feasible at Dundalk port. 

Then it was proposed that grain be dis- 
charged at the same rate per ton as coal, but 
this was not acceptable to the men, who made 
a counter-proposal, to which the merchants 
would not agree. 

Finally, a proposal was made by the 
Chairman, but. as it did not find favour, the 
conference broke up without any hope of a 
further sitting, . : 

This means that, although terms of settle- 
ment had been already arrived at in the coal 
dispute, the whole matter is again in the 
melting-pot.

It is very necessary 
that such wearing apparel, including boots, 
hats, caps, etc., should be produced for dis- 
infection at the ports of entry. Failure to 
comply fully with the disinfection regulations 
is an offence under the Diseases of Animals

The entry of hay and straw into Ireland 
from Great Britain is prohibited except under 
licence, and no licence has been or wil! be 
granted until al] danger has passed. Hay or 
straw may, however, arrive in this country 
as manufactured articles or as packing 
material. 

It is strongly urged that such packing 
material be at once burned, and not under 
any circumstances sold or used in connection 
with ani 

It is also essentia] that stock-owners should 
immediately report to the Department any 
suspicious case of illness amongst their stock, 
to enable adequate precautions to be put into 
force at the earliest possible moment.
